Well-Known Tenor 
Sings Here Tonight) 


Discerning concertgoers have remarked 
that of the leading song recitalists, Roland 
Hayes, the distinguished Negro tenor, seems 
to put into his music more of those two quali- 
ties that simmer down to the simple words, 
“Heart and Soul.” These elements of song 
are often rather convincingly imitated by 
singing artists, either by force of a dramatic 
gift, or by sheer mental effort. But Mr. Hayes 
who gives a song recital in George Washing- 
ton Auditorium on Friday evening, Novem- 
ber 9, impresses the sensitive listener by 
actual, not similated projection of emotion.

When the visitor has been in the combined 
music room and reception hall for a moment, 
he seems impelled to cast his eyes to the left 
of the doorway.

The artist has been at no pains to conceal age 
in the gaunt cheeks and tired hands of the 
woman who had lived the first part of her | 
life as a slave. | 

In another room is another painting of his | 
mother. And in every room of the house are | 
photographic reproductions of one of these | 
paintings. 

Roland Hayes will tell you that his mother | 
had a wonderful Ratarht feeling for music, 
and, “an understanding of life and people 
you can see that in her eyes.” | 

The singer does not need to explain the | 
fact that he feels his mother always with him, | 
always watching and listening. When Roland | 
Hayes sings it is not just for the people out | 
front. }

In the governorship race both Republican

2763 as compared with Youngman’s 3020, 
while Curley received 1500 as compared 
with Ely’s 1595, Goodwin cut into both votes. 

Most of the other races on the ticket 
showed a gain in the Democratic vote. Wil- 
liam P. Connery, Jr., who was re-elected 
congressman from this district, while he did 
not receive the majority here, piled up 661 
votes more than in 1932. C. F. Nelson Pratt, 
Republican candidate, only polled 2711 as 
}compared with the late Charles Lovett’s 
3119 in 1932, 

J. Bradford Davis, state senator from this 
district for many years, finally met defeat 
at the hands of a young Haverhill Democrat, 
Charles A, P. McAree. Senator Davis re- 
ceived more votes here, but the new senator 
displayed much strength in Haverhill. 
Senator Davis received almost 300 votes less 
than two years ago, while Mr. McAree polled 
more than 200 more than Lot F. McNamara 
in 1932, 

Thomas J, Lane and James P. Donnelly 
were reelected representatives from this dis- 
trict, with Lane showing an unusual gain in 
his local vote. Two years ago he received 
1800 votes, but on Tuesday he received 2716, 
to place him close behind Romeo FE .David, 
Republican candidate who polled 2758. Day- 
id lost about 300 votes in the last two years, 
whereas Rep. Donnelly boosted his strength 
from 1141 to 1514

letting contracts, and proceeding with the 
actual construction of the school. 

In order that the situation may be fully 
understood the Committee wishes to state 
that the delay at present is the result of a 
failure on the part of the bidders to submit 


Town. 

It is an unfortunate circumstance that 
building materials have advanced approxi- 
mately 25 percent since the original estimate 
in April. 

The bids as they stand at present total 
$466,000, being $60,000, more Vo the orig- 
inal estimate by the Architect, 

The Committee is unanimous in a decision 
to build the school for the original estimate 
of $406,000. and the architects have this day 
been authorized to revise the plans and speci- 
fications with the expectation that they will 
come within the appropriation. 

The committee wishes to assure the citi-

It is evident, however, that the project 
will have to be resubmitted for bids and this 
; will mean further delay, 

‘The Committee recognizes the importance 
of immediate action, and has been pa oe by 
the Administration to speed up the program 
as much as possible as any unnecessary delay 
might result in rescinding the allocation of 
the Grant. 

The present delay is a necessary delay and 
we believe is so interpreted by the Adminis- 
tration: further, we believe that we are in no 
immediate danger of losing our Grant.

Wants Children Transported 
ANDOVER TOWNSMAN: 

I appeared before the School Committee 
Tuesday night requesting that two children 
be transported by bus to school. My request 
was turned down on the grounds that it 
would start a precedent. The road from my 
home has many curves. It is only around 20 
feet wide. In winter when the snow is on the 
srround it is much less owing to the fact that 
the plow piles the snow along each side of the 
pate A child walking this road is in constant 
danger of being hit by a passing auto—es- 
pecially in winter when the road is icy. 
Andover’s school committee prefer that a 
child take this chance rather than start a 
precedent. 

The bus passes my door empty or with two 
school teachers and even if there were a 
dozen children to pick up there would be 
no cost to the town nor any inconvenience. 
The fact that two teachers travel by bus 
must have started a precedent as I under- 
stand bus transportation was for the benefit 
of the school children. The bus also passes my 
door coming from school at a convenient 
time. Yet, rather than make exceptions as 
they say, children are allowed to walk back 
and forth from school running the constant 
danger of being hit by a passing auto. If the 
transportation of these two children was to 
cost the Town of Andover any extra expense 
I could see the cause for a refusal of my re- 
quest. There is no expense extra and no 
inconvenience. A taxpayer’s bus passing a 
taxpayer's door empty, and transportation 
refused for two children while two school 
teachers are transported from Andover to 
Ballardvale. To me this does not seem a 
square deal or a new deal but rather a raw 
deal.

land. It is printed in the proceedings of the 
Senate of the United States for June 16, 1934, 
as an extension of the remarks of the Hon. 
James P. Pope of Idaho. Such printing in the 
record is not at government expense. These 
pamphlets are sent out by the National 
Council for the Prevention of War. 

At the General Council of Congregational 
Churches held in Oberlin, Ohio, last June the 
Resolutions Committee offered the following 
resolutions from the Seminar on Peace: 

1, Resolved, that we request the Resolu- 
tions Committee of the Council to present 
an action authorizing and committing to the 
Council for Social Action the taking of a 
plebiscite of our denomination to determine 
the mind of our people along the general line 
of the following four positions or others: 

a. I will support any war declared by my 
government. 

b. I will support war only if convinced the 
government has done everything possible 
to prevent it. 

c. Reserving the right of national defense 
by such means as seem to me most effective 
and in accordance with my conscience, I 
further pledge not to cross the boundary of 
my country to invade any other person’s 
homeland to kill and destroy. 

d. I am determined not to support any 
kind of war international or civil. 

We also ask that the Council invite other 
denominations and the Churches of other 
lands through the Federal Council and the 
World Alliance for International Friendship 
Through the Churches to consider taking 
similar plebiscites to reveal and record the 
mind of the Church regarding war. 


Jesus and the system of war is clear. We are 
convinced that we must now make this declar- 
ation: “The Church is through with war!” 
The mind of our Church (in so far as this 
vote reveals it), has moved to this solemn 
conviction. 

3. That is the face of the system of com- 
yulsory military training maintained in our 
Righ schools, land-grant schools, colleges and 
universities, we affirm our conviction in the 
right of all students to be conscientious ob- 


| jectors on religious or ethical grounds. We 


pledge to our Congregational and Christian 
young people our support. 

Complying with this request, ballots will 
be distributed next Sunday (Armistice Day) 
at the Free church and all the members will 
be asked to vote for one of the four proposi- 
tions recording their convictions on war.

Two-Year Rule 


The amendment proposed at the October | 
school board meeting in connection with the | 
present two-year teachers’ experience rule 
will be considered in two parts at an ad-| 
journed meeting to be held Wednesday eve 
ning, according to a vote taken at the regular | 
meeting Tuesday, The first vote will be on 
the question of whether or not the experience | 
requirement shall be retained at two years | 
for three-year course graduates but reduc ed 
to one year for four-year course graduates, | 
and the second on the adoption of a trial 
system for inexperienced teachers here. 

The policy that the school board will fol 
low when the new junior high school is fin 
ished will also be discussed at the adjourned | 
meeting. 

The milk contract for the year was awarded | 
to Sidney P. White on his bid of three cents 
per half-pint.
